College students a r c. . urged to 
register early, before leaving few-v, 
school. This is particularly, im- 
portant now that the franchise 
has. been extended to 18 year 
olds, .who arc being registered in 
Lake County and kept separately 
pending a court decision. (Per- 
sons under 21 are not eligible to 
vote iii Illinois' until after Janu- 
ary 1. 1971,; even if tlie law Is up- 
held.) ' • . 

Residency requirements in Illi- 
nois are one year in the state, 
90 days in the county, arid 30 
days' in the precinct.

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Illinois Attorney General Wil- 
liam J. Scott has announced that 
the notion's- 3,500-mcmbcr Na- 
tional District Attorneys Associa- 
tion! will join forces with the At- 
torneys General of the 50 states 
in a combined legal attack on 
pollution. ^ 

^ScottT k^ote^speaker^at^ ~th"e" 
District Attorneys* annual: nation- 
al convention in Chicago, told the 
prosecutors: 

"We are quick to regard 'the 
wanton destruction of property 
as a crime. Our nation must now 
understand — quickly — that the 
destruction .of our environment is 
equally criminal and certainly as 
frightening. Property can be re- 
placed, our environment is irre- 
placeable." 

Following Scott's address, the 
convention formed— for the firstf 
time — an antipollution action 
committee which will commit the 
nation's criminal prosecutors to 
the pollution fight for the first 
time in history. First chairman 
of tho national group will be 
Sedgwick County Attorney Keith 
Sanborn of Wichita, . Kansas. 
Elected vice chairman was Earl 
Morgan, district attorney, from 
Birmingham, Alabama, 

Scott announced later that the 
new committee wilt join forces 
with the anti-pollution task force 
of the National Association of 
Attorneys General, of which Scott 
is chairman. 

He com me tit cd: 

"We; arc going to meet jointly 
and as soon as possible to draw 
the blueprints for- a . nationwide 
legal attack on all forms of pol- 
lution. 

■ ^We want an impact strategy 
that ■ lines up the attorneys gen- 
eral of the SO states against ma- 
jor polluters, while county prose- 
cutors are moving against pollu- 
tion sources in their own com- 
munities' and counties. By work- 
ing together, we can solve this 
problcm^-county-by-county, state- 
byfstater-and get. this, job done." 
■ In' 'his keynote address, Scott 
told the prosecutors: , , ; .:: ,,', 

/'Pollution, like crime, does hot 
stop at political or geographic 
boundaries. No attorney general 



can do this job alone. No county 
prosecutor can do it alone. There 
can be no boundaries in this bat- 
tle. There can be no, holding 
back in any/sector of this nation. 

."Finally, It should be clear to 
all of us that' because pollution is 
a crime against people, it is our 
job~as"the-aUqrneys-of-the-peo-- 
pie to safeguard their environ- 
ment." ■ • ■£ ; , 

Scott urged the officials to 
immediately seek special 1 ecologi- 
cal training for their' staffs, -to 
push hard into' the sector. -of 
common law powers which deal 
with public nuisances and health 
violations, . and to "pursue mean- 
ingful : legislation in your own 
legislatures,, legislation that real- 
ly counts, that really meets this 
problem head-on. We have such 
legislation in Illinois and we're 
putting it to work." 

■ Following his address, Attor- 
ney General Scott, met with the 
members of the association's new 
environmental committee. 

Later, he was scheduled to fly 
to San Francisco for a progress 
meeting with California Attorney 
General Thomas Lynch, who is 
working jointly with Scott in 
Scott's suit to compel the na- 
tion's major aulo, truck and 
bus manufacturers to equip the 
vehicles with pollution-control or 
emission devices. 

Scott was accompanied to the 
national prosecutors' convention 
by Assistant , Attorney General 
Joel Flaurh, chief of Scott's Crim- 
inal Justice Division. 

Also attending the convention 
from Illinois were Cook County 
Stale's Attorney Edward Hanra- 
han and Lake County State's At- 
torney Jack Hoogasian.

Veterans Interviews 
Increased 

A 28 per cent increase in the 
number of veterans interviewed 
,at ' Veterans Assistance Centers 
:during the past fiscal year— 
from 325,121 to 451,718— was .re- 
ported by John B. Naser, direc-. 
tor, Veterans Administration Re- 
gional Office in Chicago. 

Naser said most of the veterans 
(377,143) who* visited centers^ in 
cities across the nation were high 
school graduates, some with col- 
•Icge training. - . 

The. remaining; counseling ses- 
sions were with, veterans who 
were high school dropouts, a 
group the VA makes a special ef- 
fort to. help. 

.-Naser explained that specialists 
in .veterans* benefits and profe^ 
sional social workers at Veterans 
Assistance; Centers counsel re- 
cently separated veterans, • and 
assist them in applying for these 
benefits, • .: m 

These centers also helped 282,- 
102 veterans file applications for 
various benefits .during -the past 
fiscal year, an increase of 33 per 
cent over tho previous year, he 
pointed out. - ^ /- 

This includes a 12 per cent in- 
crease—from 45,781- to 52,207— 
in the number of young veterans 
without higli school diplomas who 
applied for education- programs 
under the'G.I. Bill. ' 

.Naser noted a 37 per cent In- 
crease in assistance to veterans 
who were high - school dropouts 
and. those who had some college 
.training.. This was a rise, from 
144,324 to 229,895. the past fiscal 
year, he said. 

There also was. a 38 per cent 
increase in the number of-Vetcr^ 
ajis in these. categories _.who,..aiH 
plied ior education .and ' training— 
from 70,554 fo 113,56, he added*

WorM War II , 

Veterans Home 
Loans Ended 

July 25 marked tho end of home 
loan benefits for World War II 
veterans, but the deadline did not 
affect current home loan benefits 
for other veterans. Adminsitra- 
of Veterans Affairs Donald E. 
Johnsoij pointed out that Korean 
and Vietnam era veterans arc 
still, eligible. 

Johnson sold that two million 
World War II veterans, who were 
still eligible, failed to utilize this 
home loan bcnefitr~-He~ 'noted," 
however, that nearly eight million 
G.I. and direct loans, valued at 
about $80 billion, were made un- 
der the program shortly .after 
World War II. T 

i - 

More than five and one-half 
million ' or these loans went to 
World War II veterans, and the 
remainder to Korean and post- 
Korean veterans. 

Several million other veterans 
of World War II failed to use 
their loan "guarantees prior to the 
deadline, but their - entitlement 
had expired prior to the cut-off 
date, 

Johnson said that "veterans 
had proved to be good credit 
risks." . Nearly four million of 
the guaranteees or direct loans 
have been paid off, with only 
three per cent defaulting on the 
obligation. 

Loan guarantee benefits for 
Korean conflict veterans will con- 
tinue until January 31, 1975. Also 
more than seven million veterans 
who served after January 31, 
1955, are still eligible under the 
current loan program. 

These veterans have 10 years 
of basic eligibility from date of 
their discharge to apply for. guar- 
anteed loans, plus additional time 
under a formula based on length 
of service. The law docs not al- 
low eligibility to extend, beyond 
20 years after the veteran's sepa- 
ration from active duty.

Because cer- 
tain programs-arc limited by 
equipment and laboratory facili- 
ties, the usual number admitted 
to any one program will not be 
excluded. Should' some vocation- 
al-technical programs' be filled 
to capacity by prior enrollments, 
students may enroll in a gener- 
al education curriculum .until an 
opening in the desired program 
is available. • ' .
